While the exact form of the legls-
latlon was not declded upon, commit-
tee dincussion was sald to have indl-
eated approval of a plan of extending
vocatlonal education as an alternative
to the ecash bonus. These two plans
are n part of the American Legion's
program. Its other selected plan of
government ald to soldiers and sall-
ors for building homes or obialning
ownorship of farms was sald by some
members of the committes to Involve
too many difficnlties to be worked out
by legislation before the recess.

Spokesmen for the committee sald
it was planned to have the final draft
of the legislation ready for submission
to the house within a fortnight. It
was sald that there had been no de-
cision as to whether the bonus would
be pald in a lump sum or graduated,
according to the length of service of
each Individual.
